‘from the former district. The remaining Provinces in British India are entirely free from 
plague. The Hyderabad State has also ceased to be infected, no cases having been reported, 
except from the Lingsagur District, since the month of May; while in this district itself no 
case is known to have ocourred since the bageaniny of October.
